But, there is a growing fear 
that this time there may have 
been some truth in Pravda—the 
Russians probably are developing 
atomic energy for industrial pro- 
duction. 

It was production—not bombs 
~—which won the two great world 
wars in our time. It will be that 
same weapon which will win any 
war of the future. The Soviet 

lanners know that, having 
earned it the hard way, and 
having seen the miracle of lend- 
lease. 

So, the Russians could be de- 
voting much of their atomic en- 
ergy work and research to the 
field of industrial production 
and by that very token be at 
work. 

The clique of the Kaiser did 
not strike in 1914 until they be- 
lieved they had the best war 
preparation and industry to back 
it. Hitler did not begin his de- 
termined drive to total war un- 
til he was convinced the German 
industrial capacity was large 
enough to keep supplied the all- 
but-insatiable demands of war.

Cravey appears sometimes on 
the platform with Gov. Talmadge. 
He is a native of Telfair County, 
home of the late Gov. Eugene 
Talmadge. He was Mayor of Milan 
and a bank cashier until he en- 
tered the Army in World War I. 

Cravey, now 56. was elected tax 
collector of Telfair County in 1920 
and held the job for 13 years—the 
beginning of his friendship with 
the Talmadges. “Old Gene” ap- 
pointed him Game and Fish Com- 
missioner in 1934 and Gov. E. D. 
Rivers abolished the job in 1937. 
Cravey was named _ Secretary- 
Treasurer of the State Labor De- 
partment but Rivers fired him 
again in 1939. He came back as 
Commissioner of Natural Re- 
sources under Gene Talmadge in 
1941-42. 


Cravey was defeated for State 
Treasurer in 1938 but was elected 
Comptroller in 1946. 


Cochran, 49, the son of a State 
legislator, is a graduate of Thomas- 
ville High School and Mercer Uni- 
versity. He mad an early success 
as an automobile and farm equip- 
ment dealer and retired at 45. 

As a State Serator in 1948, he 
became interested in taxation and 
attended the National Tax Con- 
ference in Seattle in 1948. He had 
supported the Talmadges, with 
some variations, but broke with 
them heatedly over the tax issue 
in the Legislature 


Cochran led a futile fight for 
tax revision in the last Assembly 
and also was floor leader in a 
Senate rebellion which killed Gov. 
Herman Talmadge’s original high- 
way reform plan. 


There are few standout issues 
fn the race. Cravey points to his 
record of the past four years and 
his indorsement by insurance 
groups. Cochran promises simply 
an administration of “fairness, 
honesty, efficiency and economy.”

Rent Controls 


For Six More Months 


We think the Senate-House Conference 
Committee was wise in agreeing upon the 
six-month extension of rent controls as 


voted by the Senate, rather than the sev-. 


en-month extension which the House pre- 
ferred. 2 

We are convinced there will be pressure 
for rent controls as long as there is any 
possibility of continuing them. By ending 
federal controls on Dec. 31, with local op- 
tion continuing for six months longer, the 
next Congress will be less likely to revive 
the issue. Under the compromise measure, 
which is certain of passage, federal con- 
trols will have expired before Congress 
meets again. 

Rent controls are necessary in periods 
of emergency but experience in other 
countries has shown getting them off the 
statute books is a difficult task. This being 
election year, Congress understandably 
chose the path of least political resistance. 
But it ought to be understood there will be 
no continuance beyund the date provided 
for in the pending bill. 3

Big Business 


Pays the Bill 


Prospects now for excise tax cuts this 
year have brightened considerably with 
the House Ways and Means Committee 
adopting the dubious expedient of higher 
corporation tax rates to make up for reve- 
nue losses. 

Big Business, a convenient whipping 
boy in election years, will pay a large 
share of the bill. 

By raising corporation taxes on in- 
comes of more than $25,000 to 41 percent, 
instead of the present general rate of 38 
percent, the Committee expects to gain 
$433,000,000 in additional revenue. About 
$465,000,000 is anticipated from loopholes 
in existing laws that will be plugged. To- 
gether with the extra-income taxes com- 
ing from increased activity in the lines 
affected by excise taxes, this will come 
close to making up the total excise tax 
reduction of more than $1,000,000,000. 
What the Committee hopes it has evolved 
is a veto-proof tax law. President "Tru- 
man had warned he would not approve 
any tax law that resulted in a net loss of 
revenue. 

- The Committee’s bill does eliminate a 
long-standing quirk in the present cor- 
porate tax laws whereby a corporation 


nicipalities affected will, we believe, be 
just as quick to grant franchises to the 
hasers. 

Other details, too, must be completed 
before the proposed ownership transfer be- 
comes official.and the buses begin to run. 
The Securities Exchange Commission and 
the Public Service Commission, for in- 
stance, must approve. We hope predictions 
of trolley service by Saturday are not 
overly optimistic. 

Whatever settlement finally is accom- 
plished will not obviate the Legislature’s 
responsibility for enacting a law at the 
next session prohibiti strikes in public 
utilities. What has happened in Atlanta 
can happen in any city in the State. It 
can happenin Atlanta again. The people, 
through their governmeni, regulate utility 
concerns. There is no reason why unions, 
which can totally destroy public service, 
should not also be regulated.

Soviet Budgets 
Are Tricky, Too 


Russia’s armament budget also is tricky. 

At the official rate of exchange, Russia 
will spend $19,850,000,000 in war prepara- 
tions during the coming year. That is 18.5 
percent of the total budget. 

This country’s defense preparations will 
cost slightly over $13,000,000,000, or about 
30 percent of the total budget. 

The official rate of exchange of four 
rubles for a dollar is strictly an arbitrary 
one. The ruble is not convertible on the 
international market and its true value in 
relation to the dollar is difficult to deter- 
mine. Some economists say it is worth 
only about 5 cents, or 20 to the dollar. How 
much the ruble will buy inside Russia in 
terms of slave labor and regimented prices 
is another question. 

Then, too, the Soviet armament budget 
hardly represents all spending related to 
war preparations. Under a totalitarian 
form of government it is the privilege of 
the people’s masters to earmark funds as 
they see fit, without regard to how the 
money actually may be spent. 

The fact that Russia allows its budget- 
ary figures to be circulated is enough to 
cast doubt on their validity.

chairman of the investigating group, has 
informed the 21 Senators that if they will be patient, full informa- 
tion and answers to all salient questions will be given. Neverthe- 
less, the demands persist. In their zest for playing politics with the 
issue some of the Senators went to the extreme of trying to get 
the Republican Party unit of the Senate to make a resolution de- 
manding a full inquiry a matter of official GOP policy. 

But this was going too far even to a man like Senator Robert A. 
Taft, of Ohio, chairman of the Republican policy group, who is not 
averse to playing a little politics at times. He turned the proposal 
down, for the time being at least. 


Perhaps the thing the McCarthy crowd does not like about the 
work of the Tydings committee is that its hearings have, for the 
most part, been conducted in private. After Senator Joe McCarthy 
had smeared a number of people as Communists without being able 
to back up his charges, the Maryland Senator, together with Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge, Republican of Massachusetts, insisted that “this 
show be taken off the road”—meaning that future hearings be 
closed. And closed they have been since then, which was the sensi- 
ble course. 


McCarthy and his cohorts, deprived of the thunder they were 
able to raise by bringing a lot of screwy witnesses before the com- 
mittee, are looking for another sounding board. If they could get 
a new wide-open investigation it would suit their purposes better. 

The Amerasia case, of course, involves the arrest back in June 
of 1945 of six persons in connection with stolen Government docu- 
ments found in the possession of the now defunct Amerasia Maga- 
zine, published by one Philip Jaffe, since identified as a man with 
strong Communist affiliations. 


There are some things about the case that smell 
Smells Bad bad. Jaffe and several of the others arrested were 
indicted, but none of them were brought to trial. At least two of 
them, Jaffe and a minor Government official, were allowed to 
plead guilty and were given light fines, $2,500 in the case of the 
magazine publisher, when the evidence indicated that most of them 
should have gone to jail. 


The Department of Justice has listed two sets of extenuating cir- 
cumstances in explanation of why it failed to pursue a more vigor- 
ous prosecution. First, most of the evidence obtained against the 
group came through a raid of the magazine offices, which officials 
were afraid would not stand up in the courts in view of the illegal 
method of its seizure. Rather than take a chance on its evidence be- 
ing thrown out, the Department accepted pleas of guilty and the 
imposition of light fines. 


The second proposition was that most or all of the stolen Gov- 
ernment documents related to trivia] or unimportant matters. Noth- 
ing has been produced to show that any of them were of any great 
moment, involving serious security risks in time of war. It seemed 
to be a matter of small fry officials feeding out small fry informa- 
tion to Communist sources. We were friendly with the Communists 
at the time, being engaged in a common war. 

Once before, some two years ago, a House committee went into 
the matter fully and found nothing in the Department’s handling of 
the case that called for any special criticism. That was at the time 


the Republicans were in control] of the House. 
Rehash Even so, the 21 Republican Senators would author- 
ize a completely new investigation of the whole. af- 
fair—a rehash five years after the main incidents occurred. Obvi- 
ously the chief purpose is to keep alive the McCarthy smear cam- 
paign. If the Wisconsin Senator is unable to substantiate his charges 
about Communists now beirtg in the Government, then he and the 
others would go back five years to show that some of the fellow 
travelers were at one time bedded down in the Government.

The other evening, to the amazement of the regulars, he blossomed out with a 


dinner menu more elaborate than that of the Ritz. 


He must have had two dozen 


different kinds of meals’ de luxe, ranging from roast turkey with giblet gravy to 


imperial crab with drawn butter. | 
He’d hired no chef, nor even installed a kitchen. 


it was, too. “Nothing to it,” said Connors.

dinners came precooked and quick-frozen on aluminum plates, sealed on top with aluminum foil, and 


packed neatly in cardboard boxes. 

He heats ’em to order in a small electric oven 
in eight minutes flat. No muss. No fuss. Nor 
even any dish washing, because he throws the 
plates away. 


These wife-saver dinners, similar to those 
served on some airlines for the last several 
years, are packed by an outfit in Philadel- 
phia, which hopes soon to distribute them in 
grocery stores. So I made a small cash deal 
with my pal for a preview of this easy-way 
eating in the home. 


In our deep freeze in the kitchen are a couple 
of dozen boxes of dinners for all moods and all 
occasions. For ordinary meals en famille we've 
got Hungarian goulash with buttered noodles, 
beef stew with fresh vegetables, and spaghetti and 
meatballs with cheese sauce and green beans. For 
New Englanders, in case any should drop in, we 
have codfish cake dinners complete, and for Fri- 
days we have broiled haddock dinners with 
mashed potatoes, melted butter and French peas. 

We also have roast beef dinners, veal cutlet 
dinners, chicken dinners, and turkey dinners, all 
with appropriate vegetables and frozen into solid 
blocks of ice. When my bride first saw my 
pasteboard boxes and heard what was in ’em, she 
was aghast. Said the result obviously would call 


for bicarbonate of soda. I shushed her out of the 
kitchen, while I fixed dinner. 


On top of one burner of the stove I put a plate 
of roast beef dinner, with corn and mashed pota- 
toes, so the label said. On another I put a crab 
dinner with tomato sauce, peas and French fried 
potatoes. The plates, according to directions, go 
directly on the fire and stay there for 12 minutes, 
or a little longer than in the special oven. 


The aluminum foil on top, crimped around 
the edges, keeps the steam and juices in. 


So 12 minutes after I herded Mrs. O. onto 
the front lawn, I called her back for dinner. 
She had the beef and pronounced it fine; I 
took the crab and it was excellent, too, except 
for the potatoes. That steam under the 
aluminum hood had permeated those pota- 
toes and, though they tasted good, I do be- 
lieve they were the soggiest French fries ever 
to go down the human gullet. 


So after dinner, we threw our plates into the 
trash basket. My bride washed our knives and 
forks. This took her 30 seconds. She said she 
guessed she was wrong. Science was wonderful.

A Handy Gadget 


_ For Large Farms 


Louis Bromfield states in his latest book, “Out 
of the Earth,” that much of the machinery man- 
ufactured for farmers isn’t of very much good to 


the farmers. It isn’t adapted to his needs. He 
mentions certain items that are satisfactory from his point of 
view and tells why they are helpful. 
I can’t list them here and am not enough of a machinery man 
to defend Bromfield’s position, but his arguments sound reason- 
able. 


I came upon a gadget down here in the piney 
Generator woods that struck me as being particularly helpful 
to farmers and one that can be used in a number of ways. It is 
the portable generator. You put gasoline in its tank, crank it off 
like a motorboat engine and hook it up with whatever gadget 
you need. -Back our way we expect the central station service to 
be close enough at hand to be used and our farms are of such size 
we can get all over them easily. Or we use tractor power. 

Down here in the piney woods the farms are large, the cattle 
are apt to be spread out over a wide area, the woods are every- 
where, and it isn’t always practicable to move the tractor along 
with you on your journey. There are pumping jobs, spraying 
jobs, sawing jobs to be done. The little generators don’t weigh 
very much, don’t use much gasoline, and seem to be highly effec- 
tive on pumps, saws and sprayers. 

The sprayer is particularly useful down here where the insects 

are plentiful and pestiferous. You can get some idea of the need 
for spraying livestock against insects from the fact that cattle 
gained 40 pounds weight per head the first week after they had 
been sprayed. 
Such was the loss of blood from the bites and the amount of 
energy consumed in fighting the insects that when the animals 
were relieved of this drainage they gained weight like a typhoid 
patient suddenly put on a full ration. 


Forty pounds of beef on the hoof these 
It Pays to Spray days amounts to about $8 total for each 


animal. The increase in weight in a herd of 100 cows runs into 
money. It pays the piney woods cattleman to spray his livestock. 
And these lightweight generators and sprayers make the job prac- 
ticable and easy. 

My guess is the time will come when all livestock men will 
spray their animals regularly and not only save the present loss 
in weight, but save the residents of the insect areas the punctur- 
ing they now are forced te tolerate. 
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Have Campaigns Lost Their Snap? 


Have Atlantans lost their zest for politics? Has all the fun and most of the 
flavor gone out of what used to be the South’s favorite spectator sport? Some of 
the old-timers who have been on the political sidelines since the days when Jim 
Woodward was the town’s fire-eating mayor from the Third Ward, seem to think so.

When the twentieth century was in knee pants politics was Atlanta’s main mid- 
summer amusement. There was none of this namby-pamby vote soliciting by mail. 


A candidate couldn’t hope to make one speech on a radio and reach great numbers of his constitu- 
ents. He had to get out and see them. He hitched up his buggy and went into every ward and if he was 
any good at all he made a hair-raising speech that was recounted across dinner tables for weeks and 
weeks. He made it with his own lung power, too. No public address systems. 


Men fought, bled and died for their candi- 
dates—and the old Fifth Ward, which in those 
days took in railroad roundhouses and saloons 
along Marietta and Walton streets, was rightly 
known as “Bloody Fifth.” 


“Candidates always tried to outdo one an- 
other to win in Bloody Fifth,” related Charlie 
Hartsfield nostalgically. “Once in a guberna- 
torial race there was a rally down there and the 
two candidates were apparently running about 
even. And then one had an inspiration of the 
kind that was always hitting the boys in those 
days. He bought out an entire beer saloon and 
gave it to the crowd.” 


Cards and matches which candidates are 
free-handed with nowadays would have insulted 
the worthy voters of those lush days, recalls 
Irvin O’Shields. Cigars were stock campaign 
giveaways—and a canny candidate wouldn’t 
risk cheap cigars. ' 


But as Mr. Hartsfield pointed out, even 
if the times were only so-so, the largess from. 
the politicians was always good. Joe Brown, 
son of the Governor of the Confederacy, 
ran in a depression in the early 1900’s and 
used as his campaign slogan, “BROWN & 
BREAD,” handing out loaves of bread to 
the electorate. Later when Brown defeated 
the then Hoke Smith (grandfather of a this- 
year candidate for the legislature) he and his 
workers bought up every broom in town, 
shouldered them and marched through the 
city with placards which proclaimed, “We 
made a clean SWEEP!” 


It might have been just that life was simpler 
and the politicians had no competition from

radio, television and the neighborhood movie. 
But everything they did seemed designed to 
inform and entertain the voters, Streetcars 
were rented and run through town with brass 
bands playing from their open windows and 
banners flapping a favorite candidate’s name in 
the breeze, 

“Somebody always hired a band and sent it 
around -to the polls the afternoon of election 
day,” recalled Mr. Hartsfield. “And, of course, 
the band always played, “There'll Be a Hot Time 
in the Old Town Tonight.’” 

Torchlight parades were the delight of the 
children. Buildings were not so tall and streets 
were not so well lighted and the flare of kero~ 
sene torches (made from tin cans nailed to broom 
handles and equipped with wicks) brought 
youngsters running for miles. 

A torchlight parade on horseback was a 
wondrous thing, to hear the old-timers tell it, 
but even in nostalgia they can’t overlook one fly 
in the kerosene: 

The elections of those days were FOR MEN 
ONLY.

Police State 


This is the third in a series of dispatches on Czechoslovakia by a correspondent of The New York 
Times and The Atlanta Constitution who recently left that country to avoid possible arrest on false 


espionage charges. 


The nearest thing to a statistical basis for an estimate of Communist strength in Czechoslovakia 
is the last free election in 1946 in which the Communists won 38 per cent of the votes, rather more 
than that in the Czech lands of Bohemia and Moravia, rather less in Slovakia. 


Part of the considerable strength the Commu- 
nists displayed then may have been opportunistic, 
because of the strong sense of the proximity of 
the Soviet Union that had been left by the pres- 
ence of Soviet troops for several months after the 
war. Since those days I believe the Communists 
have won very few new converts, while the bru- 
tality of their methods has cost them many of 
their old ones. But they have won a great host 
of opportunistic “followers.” 


The size of the Communist Party in Czecho- 
slovakia is a poor guide to the Communist 
strength. It is the largest in the world in pro- — 
portion to the population but Communist of- 
ficials have complained frequently about the 
number of opportunists and even of bour- 
geois agents and saboteurs among .them. 
Party leaders are hard at work weeding out 
the doubtful members. 


I would say that whatever they may say and 
do in their own minds an overwhelming majority 
of Czechoslovaks today profoundly hate Commu- 
nism. That is almost all peasants, almost all of 
the old middle class and a good many workers. 
Of the convinced, active Communists there are 
not more than 10 percent. These are for the most 
part favored industria] workers and miners and 
a coterie of intellectuals. 

Given this situation, the question arises how 
much resistance there is to the Communist 
regime. 

The Czechoslovaks’ resistance is mostly in the 
mind. The Communists have compromised but 
not conquered their minds. The Czechoslovaks 
are bourgeois-minded, Western-minded people 
still. 

But of active resistance—with all due respect 
to a heroic few-—there is little. Some police sta- 
tions and party_headquarters have recently been 
bombed. Last year there was a raid on a prison

camp and a railway line near Prague was blown 
up. And one must not forget the peasants, es- 
pecially the hard-bitten Roman Catholic peasants 
of Slovakia, who from time to time have driven 
off Communist functionaries and policemen with 
pitchforks and clubs. 

In Slovakia, too, the Communist party appears 
to be smitten with a local brand of Titoism. Slo- 
vak nationalism and the historic suspicion of the 
Czechs is too strong to be smothered, even in the 
ranks of the Communist party. 

On the whole, however, the state of affairs is 
about what it was under the Nazis. Again with 
all due respect to a heroic few and wartime 
propaganda notwithstanding, there was then lit- 
tle active resistance to the Nazis. 

Czechoslavakia is, after all, only a narrow strip 
of land populated by 12,500,000 persons wedged 
in between ancient enemies. It is the country 
of the good soldier, Schweik (a novel by Jaroslav 
Hasek), the country that got along under Aus- 
trian rule with a minimum of friction for 300 
years. ‘ 

It was the passivity of the majority of the 
Czechs, their anxiety always to avoid a showdown 
and to get along, that permitted the active minor- 
ity of Communists to take over in 1948. 

The late Dr. Eduard Benes, their president, 
represented the majority and symbolized its 
weakness. He toyed with the idea of calling out 
the army to stop the Communists. Gen. Ludwig 
Svoboda, former minister“of national defense, 
insisted the army would not support the presi- 
dent, although the best sources say this was quite 
untrue at the time. And Dr. Benes, unable to 
make up his mind, abandoned the one bold move 
that could have saved his country from Com- 
munist rule. 


Now that Czechoslovakia has succumbed, 
freedom is lost and the Communists have es- 
tablished their police state, it is hard to argue 
with Czechs who say active resistance is 
useless. 


Their position is like that of the Germans after 
they had succumbed to Nazism. It took a war 
to get rid of the Nazis and it will take a war 
or internal collapse in the Communist world to 
get rid of the Communists in Czechoslovakia. 

The bourgeois group that has suffered most 
frankly hopes for a war in which it would be 
liberated by its friends, the Americans. 

The people of Czechoslovakia today stand as 
prisoners in a Communist camp. Their sense of 
national identity and honor, their sense of the ° 
value of political freedom and their revulsion 
against alien rule is strong. But not so strong 
as their instinct for individual self-preservation.

Thompson 2,031.397 miles of road 
at average cost of $28,828.56 per 
mile: Talmadge 2,410.962 miles at 
average of $16,865.28. 

(On the campaign stump, 
Thompson has pointed out that he 
did not build roads for the last 
few months of his administration, 
since Talmadge friends enjoined 
him in court action. He claims 


‘that for the months he was build- 


ing roads, he built more than Tal- 
madge or any other administra- 
tion). 

More than half the mileage built 
under the present administration 
were post roads, Gillis said. Fig- 
ures showed that 873.311 miles 
were post roads, and 1,537.651 
were State highways. Under the 
previous administration, the re-. 


State highways. 


Cost of building rural roads was 
cut from $14,7884.01 per mile un- 
der the Thompson administration 
to $8,551.69 under the present ad- 
ministration, according to the re- 
port. Cost of building State high-. 
ways was cut from $34,0088.94 to 
$21,587.00. 

On most items, the Talmadge 
administration did more construc- 
tion at less cost per mile, the re- 


port said. Exception to this was

87.089 miles at an average cost of

Where they came, these words engraved a stalking ghost in 
the hearts of the next of kin, and covered their eyes with a film 
of hope and apprehension, forever questing and longing, Was their 
loved one dead in some lonely corner of the earth, forever un- 


discovered? 


Was he languishing in need in an unknown hideaway, 


tending his wounds and struggling for life? Was he in the hands 
of the enemy in a prison of war? Would he return? Would they 
ever know, or were they doomed to hope and fear the whole of 


their lives? 


Pathetic as those words were in war, they are just as frightful 
when they enter the everyday lives of people at peace. 

Youngsters, angered or rebuked, “run away,” and their distraught 
parents comb the neighborhood for them, seeking them in the homes 
of relatives, alerting the police, appealing to the newspapers, and 
finally, having done everything possible, surrender to the appalling 
trial of self-examination and the torture of imaginary pitfalls. 

What have we done wrong? Where did we err? What will happen 
to my daughter if she tries to hitchhike or seeks refuge of some ma- 
levolent passerby? Is my son lurking on some corner, in a strange 
town, wishing to come home and too stubborn to admit it? Is he 
cadging rides, flattening his body under a rushing train, as they 
used to in the depression, trying to find a better chance in a new 
city where his eyes will meet only the stares of strangers. 

Grown-ups leave their homes too, far too frequently. They leave 
no word, no clue to their whereabouts, showing by their silent and 
stealthy departure their desperate desire to escape. 

A husband and father left a family in this community not long 
ago in that very manner and all his wife’s attempts to find him 


have been in vain. 


She is losing her health worrying. 


Their daughter, a young 


lady who was devoted to her father, is poised on the precipice of 
disaster because of the example he has set. 


Why did he do it? 


_ He was a financial “failure.” That is to say, he had lost his 
money and he had not seemed to find anything else where he fit 
and could get a foothold. His wife worked and the daughter had 
finished school, and they managed, but his pride could not tolerate 


his being a burden to them. 


His womenfolks say now he was no load whatever, and that 
they had always known he would find a connection that was satis- 
. factory to him, and meanwhile they had been happy. 


“He was a charming man. . 


. a wonderful person,” his friends 


say of him. “We had no idea that he, was brooding about this thing 
or some of us would have given him a hand.” 

All of them want him back. Nothing is ever solved by running 
away, and in this case, it was no different. The emptiness he has 
caused is a stabbing reminder to them all of their inadequacy, not 
his. In their love, they blame themselves, not him. 

Psychologists would say that this might be the reason the escap- 
ists leave in the first place, to punish in a perverted way, those who 


remain. . 


It gives them, in their hiding, a sense of martydom and self- 
torture that feeds their craving for attention. 

But whatever the doctors of the mind would say, their families 
at home would never be so analytical. “Missing” is a word that 


bears no malice, only heartbreak.

Exercise Plays Role 


In Bust N ormalizing 


(Editor’s Note: In answer to many requests, Ida Jean Kain 
has written a trio of columns dealing with problems of the bust— 


the second appears today.) 


The figure problem that seems to be most baffling to 
overweights and underweights alike, is the bosom. Over- 
weights seem fearful that exercise may be enlarging—un- 
derweights fear it will further reduce this measurement. 
But the breasts are glands, not muscle, and exercise cannot 
reduce the size of this measurement, nor can it grow fatty 


tissue. 

Exercise can help to change 
position and contour of the bust 
by restoring tone to the sup- 
porting muscles. The sagging 
bust is almost always due to 
stretched ligaments and lack of 
tone in the pectoral muscles. 
Excess weight in this area, of 
course, makes the sagging more 
pronounced, 


To understand the role of ex- 
ercise in improving this part of 
the figure, think of the breasts 
as being held up by ligaments 
extending to the collarbone, and 
supported by powerful muscles 
called pectorals. This pair of 
fanshaped muscles lie just un- 
derneath the breasts and spread 
all across the chest along the 
sternum and the collarbone, with 
the handle of the fan inserting 
in a groove in the upper arms. 

In devising special exercisesp 
it's action of the pectoral 
muscles that must be taken 
into account. From the ac- 
tion standpoint, the pectorals 
are arm muscles since they in- 
sert in the upper arm. And that 
is the cue to exercise. Kinesi- 
ology reveals that the pectorals 
are used when the arms are 
swung or rotated inward, and 
when arms are flexed .. . and 
that they elevate the chest when 
the arms are overhead. 

Using these principles, we'll 
work out special toner-uppers. 
With the excessively heavy 
breast, a strapless bra should 
be worn while exercising, and 
the lift should be from under 
neath. 

Lift arms to above forehead, 
elbows bent: one fist placed in 
the palm of the other hand. The 
action is to push forcibly first 
te one side then to the other, 
pushing with one arm and resist- 
ing with the muscles of the 
other arm. Repeat six times, re- 
lax and again six times. 

A stretching bar makes an 
excellent piece of exercise equip- 
ment. Rig up a bar if a doorway 
and stand grasping the bar, 
backs of hands forward, stand- 
ing with toes on floor. Pull for- 
ward, raising toes just off floor. 

If stretching bar is not avail- 
able, lift arms high overhead, 
stretching upward, and forcibly 
turn arms until backs of hands 
are facing forward. A pillow 
punching routine is fine and 
toning. provided the thrust is

appliance, should ever be used 
on these delicate tissues. 

The overly large bust can be 
gradually reduced by reducing 
weight to normal on a protective 


diet; the supporting muscles can 
be toned to nofmal on a pro- 
tective diet; the supporting mus- 
cles can be toned through ex- 
ercise. Then with the help of 
a well-fitted bra, one that sup- 
ports from underneath and has 
the proper cup size, this meas- 
urement will cease to be a 
problem.

‘Cold’ People 


Need Checkup; 
‘Hot Ones, Too 


Not just because them as has 
’em wears ‘em but because she 
really needs the warmth Mrs. 
Coolbody wears her minks at 
the bridge party even when 
most of the other ladies suffer 
from the excessive heat. 

There are a great many Cool- 
bodys in North America. They 
are largely responsible for the 
most widespread phobia in the 
country — cryophobia, morbid 
fear of cold or draft. , 

On the other hand, thank 
goodness, there are a lot of 
Warmbodys too, enough of them 
to restrain the Coolbodys from 
keeping everybody burned up. 

The plausible explanation for 
this remarkable difference in 
personal sensibility to slight 
variations in the air or room 
temperature is that the Warm- 
bodys have rich blood and the 
Coolbodys have “thin” blood 
or anemia. Occasionally this 
may be true, but nine times out 
of ten it is a false assumption. 

In the majority of instances 
the reason why Mrs. Coolbody 
likes to wear her furs or other 
extra wraps in an environment 
that is probably warm enough 
or too warm for Mrs. Warmbody 
in the lightest clothing she can 
wear is that Mrs. Coolbody’s 
basal metabolism is low, minus, 
below par. In other words the 
rate of combustion, the oxida- 
tion process, the vital fire which 
constitutes life is slower in her 
body than it is in the healthy, 
normal or average body. 

It is not a desirable state for 
Mrs. Coolbody to be in, because 
aside from the bad living habits 
it promotes—such as overdress- 
ing, overheating the home or 
working place and avoiding 
open air life—minus metabolism 
makes her more susceptible te 
alcohol and drugs which “stimu- 
late” or give a temporary sense 
of warmth. 

Indeed the increasing use of 
private cars, taxis and other 
means of transportation for dis- 
tances which people formerly 
walked, contributes to the cock- 
tail evil, because the sense of 
warmth and “stimulation” the 
individual gets from a cocktail 
or two makes him or her for- 
get that a mile~or two of 
oxygen on the hoof increases 
absorption of oxygen and speeds 
up a slow metabolism and 
brings a real and lasting body 
warmth. 

Next to daily exercise—walk- 
ing is the best all-around ex- 
ercise any one can take for 
health’s sake—what Mrs. Cool- 
body generally lacks, to im- 
prove her metabolism and en- 
liven her vital fire, is iodine. 

Here we go again. Remember, 
please, I am not suggesting that 
anybody take iodine or iodide 
in medicinal dose. I refer only 
to the wee, wee bit of iodine or 
iodide which everybody, man 
woman or child, should get in 
his or her daily food but gen- 
erally does not get because soil, 
water and food in most parts of 
the country are deficient in 
iodine. 

In any case the iodine I rec- 
ommended is only that quantity 
which one should get daily in 
drinking water and food. That’s 
why I say if it does you no good 
it can do you no harm. 

So I invite all the Coolbodys 
to send me a stamped self-ad- 
dressed envelope and ask for 
the pamphlet The Iodin Ration 
which will tell how to get yours.

Diet Will Cure Pale

Sandy’s skin is much too pale. She has none of the 
healthy glow of natural color an 18-year-old girl has the 


right to expect. 


Under-the-skin roughness and ugly, red pimples on her 
chin and cheeks plague her, as they do so many of her age. 


First step in clearing the com- 
plexion was to examine her 
diet. 

A typical

Lack of Vitamin A could be 
causing her brittle nails and 
lack-luster hair.
